SCHOOL REPORT. 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, Igo!. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 6 of Chapter 77 
of the Session Laws of 1899 the town of Andover has received 
this year $600 from the state for its schools. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction last year, through 
the school boards, explained the purpose of this Act and made 
some timely suggestions to those benefitted by its operation. 
It seems wise to refer again to his letter and to keep in mind 
the intent of the law. Mr. Folsom said: ‘‘By this award the 
town is not relieved in any degree of the legal necessity of 
raising money for the support of its schools. The law is 
calculated to supplement the efforts of the town to advance 
educational methods. ‘The importance of doing this is urged 
upon you. ke Ke Ke HK K KH K K 

Educational methods in the state may be improved : 

1. In many towns by lengthening the school year. 

2. By paying better salaries to teachers, and thus enabling 
the school board to demand and employ a higher grade of 
teaching ability. 

Friends of education throughout the state are anxiously 
watching the towns that receive a share of this appropriation 
to see whether they honestly use it to supplement their own 
efforts, or relax their own endeavors in their dependance upon 
the state ; to see whether assistance given by the state strength. 
ens or enfeebles the towns receiving it.” 
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Your school board has not found it practicable this vear to 
materially lengthen the school terms. It believes it most de- 
sirable to do so and for the coming year will arrange for a 
winter term that shall continue through January and, if con- 
ditions are favorable, for a longer time. The money received 
from the state still unexpended will make this possible and the 
town will not be called upon for an extra appropriation for this. 
purpose. 

There are some difficulties to be overcome in order to accom- 
plish it, but they are not insuperable; and the school board 
believes that all citizens who are interested in the children and 
who hope to sce them become good men and women and use- 
ful citizens, who will perpetuate the best life of our town, will 
earnestly help them to take this first needful step to improve 
our schools. 

In this way we shall be fairly entitled to the state aid and we 
shall receive the benefit intended. 


REPAIR OF SCHOOLHOUSES. 


The repairs recommended by the board last year have not 
been made because the price of materials has been high and it 
was found that the buildings would not be damaged by the 
delay. 

The schoolhouses at Flag Hole, East Andover, Taunton 
Hill and Andover need shingling and repairs should be made 
upon the interior of the house at Cilleyville. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


For the year ending with the spring term of the Academy, 
March 1goo, we had, as shown by the report, $572.50 for high 
school purposes. The tuitions of 49 scholars were paid for 
that year. This year we had for the same use $541.20 and 52 
tuitions have been paid for two and one-half terms, leaving a 
small unexpended balance of the fund. 

We have reason to believe that there will be more high 
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school pupils next year than this. An increased appropriation 
is accordingly desirable. 

We recommend therefore that, in addition to the amount re- 
quired by law for the support of its schools, the town raise and 
appropriate a sum not exceeding $600 for high school instruc- 
ion and $100 for repairs.

The number of borrowers at Andover was go; at East Ando- 
ver, 30; at West Andover, 12. The number of books loaned 
was, at Andover, 1375; at East Andover, 613; at West Ando- 
ver 40.

The number of books added to the library during the year 
was, by purchase from library funds, 30; by donation, 28 ; by 
transfer from the office of the selectmen, 40 volumes. 

The main library was kept on the lower floor in the west 
wing of the Academy building at Andover Centre.
